Word Pictures Not N««d«d to 8tat« 

Facts Plsinly — Republican Candi- 
date’s Clearness and Sincerity Carry 

Conviction. 

From being decidedly apprehensive 
as to the outcome of Judge Taft’s 
npenklng tours Republican leaders are 
now convinced that one of the wisest 
moves of the campaign was the deci- 
sion to let the Republican candidate 
visit as many sections of the country 
as possible between now and election 
day and talk to as many voters as tho 
time will permit. When speaking tours 
for Toft were first discussed the oppo- 
nents of the plao based their opposi- 
tion on the fact that as an orator Taft 
cannot be compared to Bryan. They 
argued that Taft, who makes no pre- 
tense to oratory, would be placed at a 
disadvantage appearing on the stump 
against the gifted Nebraskan. But 
Judge Taft himself solved the problem 
and cleared the whole situation with 
one sentence in bis receDt speech at 
Sandusky, O. 

"I cannot dwell in the cerulean blue, 
but have to deal with facts,” he de- 
clared. It is this dealing with facts in 
n clear, dispassionate manner that has 
made William Howard Taft what he 
Is, that will cause him to gain strength 
every time be appears In public. Taft’s 
best friends cannot claim for him that 
be is un orator. But be can tell the 
truth and does tell It. He will not have 
to paint beautiful word pictures of 
what should be done. He will not have 
to plead with silvery eloquence for the 
alleged downtrodden nor call on "the 
masses” to rise up ami save the coun- 
try from the rulu which Bryan has 
been predicting and finding various 
panaceas for during the past twelve 
years. 

What Taft has to do is to state 
cold, clear cut facts, to tell the truth 
about himself, to give to bis auditors 
a clear aud unmistakable Idea of what 
Taft the man is and what he stands 
for. And this he can do, and do well. 
By nature he Is frank aud open. It 
would be difficult for him to dissemble 
if he wished to do so. 

Already Tnft has begun making seri- 
ous Impressions ou bis audiences. Bry* 
uu never fails to tickle his audiences. 
Id most instances he arouses enthusi- 
asm, but It Is an enthusiasm which 
rarely lasts. Those who listen and 
applaud go away and forget. With 
the Taft audiences it Is different By 
the clearness of bis exposition and the 
absolute sincerity of his manner he 
carries conviction. His auditors are 
sooo Impressed by two things— Taft's 
ability aud Taft's sincerity. 

"That umu means what be says," Is 
a comment frequently heard after Taft 
has spokeu. Another Taft character- 
istic that Is winning many friends for 
the Republican candidate among those 
who knew nothing of him before they 
saw and heard him is his great cour- 
age. He says what lie thinks, and 
says it in such a way that it remains 
fixed in the minds of those who hear 
him. At Athens, O., he was address- 
ing 400 union coal miners. He told 
them about having Issued injunctions. 

"I issued them," be said, "because 
the rights of the plaintiffs demanded 
it. When 1 am on the bench 1 enforce 
the law. And I have no apology to 
make." 

For a minute there was absolute si- 
lence, dramatic in Its intensity. Then 
the 400 miners broke not merely Into 
applause, but into enthusiastic cheers. 
After the meeting they were heard ex- 
pressing their views. 

"That man Is on tho level,” said one. 
"He doesn’t hand out any ‘con’ talk. 
He knows where he stands and Is not 
afraid to come straight out with a 
thing. He ain't the orator Bryan Is, 
but lie says things that Bryan wouldn’t 
dare say." 

Unlike many of Bryan’s utterances, 
Taft’s utterances will bear inspection. 
He will make no declratlon that i3 
open to doubt. "I have to deal with 
facts.” he said. In some of his 
speeches Bryan, intoxicated with tho 
sound of his own words, frequently 
makes statements not entirely trust- 
worthy. Tuft has been too long on tho 
bench, too long In high govern uient po- 
sitions. where his utterances carried 
weight, to permit of his making care- 
less statements. Furthermore, Taft 
possesses to u marked degree the abil- 
ity to discuss the most intricate sub- 
jects In the simplest language. Ho 
proved this most conclusively at San- 
dusky when ho made perfectly plain to 
Ills audience the development of anti- 
trust legislation and the powers und 
limitations of the federal goverumeut. 
Everybody knew exactly what he was 
talking about and understood It clear- 
ly, yet there were few In tho audience 
who realized that he was discussing 
abstruse legal problems without resort- 
ing to bewildering legal phraseology. 

As fur as i»ersoaal magnetism goes, 
Taft amL Bryan are nearly equal. But 
where iffy mi’s personality is one that 
creates interest and euthusiasm Taft’s 
Is .ire that Inspires affection and trust- 
fulness. "That man tins a duo face; 
I would trust him anywhere,” said u 

ost Virginia woman who with a 
rnrgo party came over the mo mi tat ns 
to hear 'Tuft speak ut Hot Springs. 
Those who meet him feel that he is 
uot only sincere, but that ho possesses 
the ability aud courage to bundle safe- 
ty the many problems that coufrout a 
president. It Is the kuowlodg^of dll 
this that makes the Tuft managers 
glad that he is to go out and meet the 
people.

That the project 
was well carried out, about every per- 
son who was out and about in the city 
that day can testify. The earliest per- 
son out was met by these young girls 
and women, daintily gowned in white 
di •esses and caps, red crosses on the 
arm and head, little boxes bearing 
the magic of the red cross and hands 
full of little cards, neatly strung, also 
hearing the red cross. Every one was 
asked to contribute to the fund by 
placing a coin of nt least five cents in 
the box and received a tag as a re- 
ceipt. While the possession of a tag 
was supposed to be a protection 
against further “touches," well known 
and generous persons were “held up” 
by every young lady with whom they 
were acquainted. Young ladies with 
white flags bearing the cross were 
stationed at the principal streets and 
held up teams and automobiles with 
mercenary intent. Horses, dogs, 
teams and autos were all tagged as 
well as persons and $3,621.29 was 
raised for the work the ladies have In 
mind.

40 YEARS OLD 

Charles Ward Post 62, G. A. R., 
To Celebrate 

Just nbotit two score years ago 
twelve young men of Newton, who 
served ‘their country loyally and faith- 
fully as Union officers and soldiers 
in the terrible war thnt had closed 
only a short while before, assembled 
In the rooms of one of their number, 
in the old Nonnnltim Hotel, and then 
nnd there established a society which 
Is not only still In existence, but is 
one of the best-known organizations 
In the Garden City of Massachusetts. 

It was on the 21st of July, 1868, that 
Charles Ward Post No. 62, Grand 
Army of the Republic, was thus Iti- 
stituied, with William B. Fowle, A. 
B. Underwood, Thomns P. Haviland, 
J. Cushing Edmands, Allston W. Whit- 
ney, Fred S. Benson, George S. Boyd, 
Hosen Hyde, Isanc F. Kingsbury and 
Albert Plummer as its charter mem- 
bers. To-day no more than three of 
these — Hyde, Kingsbury and Plummer 
—are in the post; the others have 
been mustered out by death, or, ab- 
sent on detached leave, are no longer 
here. 

During these four decades, nnd par- 
ticularly so for the past quarter of a 
century, this Grand Army post has 
been widely distinguished among reg- 
ularly constituted organizations, es- 
pecially secret associations, for its 
charitable deeds, as well ns for the 
good example that it has ever given 
to our peopk\ both young and old. 
It would not be going too far to say 
that our local body of Veterans — they 
are indeed such, soldiers and sailors 
of 45, 46 and 47 years ago — is. If not 
in actual membership, certainly in all 
that makes for morality and good 
citizenship, one of the best, one of 
the most famous among the thou- 
sands of Grand Army posts now scat- 
tered throughout the United States, 
in the South as well as In the North, 
God’s land,” as the men at the -front 
used to say. The city of Newton Is 
rightfully proud of Charles Ward 
Post and always will be; for not only 
by valor in war, but by courage in 
peace. Its members have fairly won 
that honor. 

It is therefore with sincere pleas- 
ure that we announce the coming cele- 
bration of the Post’s Fortieth Anni- 
versary. The affair, which is to take 
place on Thursday evening, the 15th 
Inst., is to be simply a Home func- 
tion, so to speak; but it is safe to pre- 
dict that it will also be a rousing re- 
union of those who showed their 
bravery before the enemy, their en- 
durance of sufferings, their many de- 
privations, their patience under nec- 
essary discipline and their unbounded 
love of country, on land and sea, dur- 
ing the four long years when rebel- 
lious efTorts at disunion so severely 
tried the souls of all loyal Americans. 
At 7 o’clock the Grand Army men 
with their families and friends will 
sit down to a supper provided for 
them in Masonic Temple, Newton- 
vllle, by the local tent of Daughters 
of Veterans, and this “feed,” on things 
somewhat different from ye old army 
rations, is to be followed by several 
hours of hearty enjoyment. There are 
to be but few speeches and each of 
these very short; but there will be 
songs, stories and music galore. 

The program of supper and pro- 
ceedings to follow has been arranged 
by Post Commander Richard E. Ash- 
enden and the other officers of the 
post. We are asked lo say that all 
Comrades are expected to wear their 
uniforms, without belts, and that all 
Union Veterans of the War of Rebel- 
lion not yet members of the Grand 
Army of the Republic will be given a 
hearty welcome.

MR. CHURCH A WINNER 

A Newton young man, Mr. Harold 
D. Church, was the driver of one of 
the three automobiles which survived 
the gruelling endurance contest of last 
week, under the auspices of the Bay 
State Automobile Association. 

The endurance run was intended to 
be a test of cars under touring condi- 
tions much harder than the average 
owner encounters; aud the commitlee 
which made up the rules, all experi- 
enced automobile men ami two of 
them, members of the trade, expected 
that the orlginnl journey of 359 miles 
would eliminate most of the cars and 
settle the contest. The route selected 
was a hard one, including mountain 
grades, deep sand, and rough and tor- 
tuous ways and the cars were re- 
quired to make an average speed of 
more than 16.5 mites an hour. Ex- 
cept at the noon control the motors 
could not be stopped and no adjust- 
ments, repairs or replacements could 
be maxle without penalty, even tire 
repairs having to be made with the 
motor running. Furthermore, the cars 
had to arrive and depart according to 
a prearranged schedule at five places. 
Filling with water and gasolene and 
oiling, when it did not Involve stop- 
ping the motor, were permitted. In 
the run-off the same conditions held 
good with variations in the average 
time and in controls. 

These conditions made fast time 
necessary wherever a decent road was 
found, as much time was necessarily 
lost on the bad roads In the moun- 
tains. It was expected that the first 
run of 359 miles would settle the con- 
test, hut nine made the trip with 
perfect scores. Additional runs were 
then made on successive days until 
but three cars, including that driven 
by Mr. Church, survived and the last 
run failed to eliminate any of them. 
Under these circumstances, the run 
was called off, and the cars with- 
drawn. Mr. Church says that this 
was practically necessary, as the 
brakes were so worn with constant 
use ns to make It. dangerous to run 
them over any considerable grade. 

While the run was a distinct test 
of the strength and reliability of the 
automobile, it is also a tribute to the 
care and skill of the men who proved 
they can make a run of 1607 miles 
without a mishap of any nature what- 
soever.

In presenting to the people of Massa- 
chusetts the Hon, Ebon S. Draper of 
Hopedale as its eandldute for govern- ] 
er, the Republican party honors Itself 
as much as it honors the man.

In ISflfi, 
when the firm was reorganized into the 
Draper company, he became Us selling 
agent. lie Is also a member of the cor- 
poration of the Massachusetts Insti- 
tute of Technology, of the I’cter Bent 
Brigham hospital, the Milford hospital 
and a director in many business enter- 
prises. 

In political matters Mr. Draper was 
well known prior to his first selection 
as lieutenant governor in the fall of 
1005. Ho served ns chairman of the 
Republican state committee in 18U2. 
and in ISOtl was chairman of the Massa- 
chusetts delegation to the Kepnhllcan 
national convention and, as such, was 
instrument!)] In securing the passage of 
the gold standard resolution, lu 1000 
he was the presidential elector In the 
Eleventh district. lie lias also served 
as president of the Republican Club of 
Massachusetts, and is a member of the 
Norfolk, Middlesex and Massachusetts 
clubs. 

Moreover, Lieutenant Governor Dra- 
per Is a cultivated gentleman, a lover 
of literature and a patron of art. He 
has a deep Interest in the village of 
Ilopednle, acknowledged to lie the best 
kept and architecturally the most’ 
beautiful manufacturing town lu New 
England. He has traveled extensively, 
Is polished In manner uud n most genial 
companion, known fur and wide as nn 
example of the boHt type of a Now Eng- 
land business man. 

With such a man as its candidate for 
the high office of governor, the Republi-

As a boy be received his 
education in the public schools of Bos- 
ton, supplementing this by fitting for 
college nt the Adams academy in Quin- 
cy. He entered Harvard in 1880 and 
almost Immediately became a popular 
figure In the university. He was a 
scholar in nil the best sense of the word, 
but be wns more than that; be took 
part In all the social activities in the 
college and he soon won n prominent 
plnce In nthletics, being one of the beBt 
captains and baseball pluyers ever 
turned out nt Cambridge. 

Mr. Frothlngham studied Inw at the 
Harvard law school, graduating from 
that Institution In 180fi, and Immedi- 
ately began tbe practice of hla profes- 
sion. 

In the Spanish- American war he 
served as second lieutennnt, U. S. M.C., 
hnvlng command of the mnrlne guard 
on the U. S. steamer Yonkee In Cuban 
waters, and his record In that position 
wns quite typical of the man, for he 
was a good officer and at the same time 
a popular comrade. 

It wns not long before the attraction 
of politics began to appeal to the young 
lawyer, and at the age of 30 he was 
elected to the Massachusetts legislature. 
There, ns elsewhere, his native nbillty 
uud energy soon made him n marked 
figure. He began to lie considered a 
man of influence. He got good com- 
mittee nppoliuTiientsC In 1002, his sec- 
ond year, he was made house chairman 
of the^ committee on taxation as well as 
a member of the committee on banks 
and banking. 

In 1003 he served as chairman of the 
street railways committee, and at that 
time was so prominent that he was con- 
sidered for the speakership of the house 
and In 1004 he was elected to that high 
office, being re-elected unanimously In 
1005. No speaker was more popular or 
highly respected. Mr. Frothlngham 
displayed up Immense amount of en- 
ergy In the chair and under his admin- 
istration business was expedited as It 
had not been fur decodes before. In 
his second term as speaker the session 
comprised hut 143 days, the shortest 
session for twenty-five years. 

Mr. Frothlngham’s record ns a law- 
maker wus admirable. He was always 
to be found on the side of good order 
and the best Interests of every citizen of 
the commonwealth. He was the intro- 
ducer of the resolve which led to the 
revision of the corporation laws, u very 
much needed uml useful reform. He 
wns the first to introduce n bill provid- 
ing for laws governing the conduct of 
triist companies. He was always and 
is today a constant advocate of general 
instead of special or class legislation. 

In the fall of 1505 he abandoned fur- 
ther service In the legislature at the 
cull of duty, uud accepted the Republi- 
can nomination for mayor of Boston. 
The story of that campaign is well 
known to all. and his defeat for that 
office added new lustre to his character 
and proved him to be a man who put 
public duty in a higher place than per- 
sonal ambition. 

As a citizen upart from the practice 
of politics Mr. Frothlngham stands 
high In many walks of life. lie is a 
member of the hoard of overseers of 
Hnrvurd university, being ibe youngest 
man in that body. He Is president of 
the Hluckstoue Savings bunk and has 
various other Interests, yet amidBt all 
his wide variety of duties he practices 
law with conspicuous success. He la 
tolerant, broad-minded and comdderut« 
of the views aud feelings of others. 
He Is a typical Massachusetts citizen 
of the best uml most highly respected 
kind sml those who know him well are 
firm in their belief itul he will udoru 
any office to which he may be called. 

Ills acquaintance with the needs of 
the Mlwrfe. through his long service ua a 
member uud as speaker of the house 
of representatives, and his public spirit 
In sacrificing himself as u Republican 
candidate for mayor of liostou, three 
years ago, are ample evidence that to 
it*, ^initiation of Mr. Frothlngham for 
lieutenant governor tho Republican 
purty still maintains its proud record of 
excellence ami continues Its high sLaid- 
ards of the past.

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How the Affairs of the City are 
Run at City Hall 

The Buildings, Plumbing and Sealer 
Departments 


The value of the public buildings 
of this city reaches well over two mil- 
lions of dollnrs, Indeed, that amount 
of money has been expended In the 
past thirteen years, since the office 
of Building Inspector was established 
In 1895. The grenter part of this sum 
is invested as we all know, in our 
fine school buildings, bui substantial 
amounts are also Included in the high* 
wav and fire department buildings. 
It costs about $25,000 each year to 
maintain this department, of which 
about $4,000 is for carpenter work, 
$5,000 for painting, $1,600 for plumb- 
ing. $2,300 for hen ting, $4,200 for the 
heating nnd lighting plant for City 
Hall, and the police buildings, anti 
$1,000 for care of the armory. 

The Commissioner oversees nil re- 
pairs on the city buildings, making con- 
tracts for all work amounting to $500 
or more, purchases about 3.000 tons 
of coal each spring for the city de- 
partments. nnd has charge, through 
the insnector of plumbing, of n]l 
plumbing work In the city. He also 
Issues permits for nil kinds of build- 
ing construction, of which 195 were 
made in 1907. 

The inspector of plumbing test3 all 
plumbing work before its use 13 au- 
thorized. In new buildings this cov- 
ers a water test of the soil pipe above 
the highest fixture In the house and 
a careful supervision of all new plumb 
ing work lu old houses, 3S7 permits 
for plumbing work were issued in 
1907 and the Commissioner and the 
plumbing inspector are both provided 
with teams to tio their work about the 
city. 

One of the smallest departments of 
the city, and yet one which has im- 
portant duties to perform, is the office 
of sealer of weights and measures. 
Ii is the duty of the sealer to test

all scales, weights and m ensures used 
for the public, at least once a yenr. 
The testing is done by comparison 
with the standard established by the 
state, a set of which Is loaned to the 
city, and of which the city itself owns 
a duplicate. When the scales are 
tested and found correct, the sealer 
places a largo green sticker in b con- 
spicuous place and dealers cannot use 
scales not sealed. A steel die Is used 
to stamp tin and wooden measures. 
Tin meosureB lose by denting, and 
wooden measures are apt to have 
their tops broken off. so that frequent 
supervision is necessary. The pen- 
alty for using Illegal weights and 
measures Is $50 for each offence, one- 
half of which goes to the complainant, 
so that it is rnre that the public are 
cheated in this manner in Newton. 
Where the sealer visits the store or 
house for testing purposes a small fee 
of fifty cents for each platform nnd 
counter scale and three cents for each 
spring scale is charged. Over $225 
were received last year in these small 
fees. 

Ry far the hardest part of the work 
of the sealer Is In testing bottles used 
by the Inrge milk farms In Newton 
for peddling milk. Each of these bot- 
tles is personally tested as to Its ca- 
pacity by the sealer and if correct, 
the word ‘‘Newton,” followed by a nu- 
meral to designate the year. Is burned 
into the glass with acid. 36,135 of 
these bottles were thus tested last 
year and found correct, while 1,560 
were condemned. All work' done at 
the office of the sealer in his line of* 
business is without charge. 

The sealer has had some difficulty 
under the recent new law regarding 
the computing scale, but it is now the 
custom to cover up the computing 
part of the scale and use it simply 
for weighing.

EVENING SCHOOLS OPEN 

With an Increased enrollment over 
last year In one school nnd a de- 
rrenae In another, the evening schools 
in this city were reopened Monday 
evening for a term which will close 
Mnrch 20. 

There were 151 students enrolled in 
the Horace Mann school, Newtonvllle, 
but In the Ralph Waldo - Emerson 
school In Newton Upper Fnlls, there 
were only 72 students, the decrease 
from last year being caused by mills 
In that vicinity running on short time. 
The drawing school wns reopened In 
ihe Clnflln school, Newtonvllle. Ses- 
sions of the evening schools will be 
held Monday, Wednesday and Friday 
evenings. The Horace Mann school 
is in charge of F. F. Carr. He has 
five assistants nnd within a short 
lime will hnve two more. Carlton D. 
Miller, principal of the Hyde school 
at Newton Htghlnnds, 19 in charge of 
the Emerson school, having three as- 
sistants. The drawing school is tn 
charge of A. E. West of Boston with 
one assistant. 

The revised enrolment of the vari- 
ous school districts is as fallows: 
Total enrolment is 6,481, The high 
school has 1,022 pupils, against 966 
last year. There are 4,976 pupils In 
the primary and grammar schools, 
against 4,812 last year. The kinder- 
garten schools show a decrease, there 
being 491 pupils against 513 last year. 
The decrease is due to illness among 
the children. The enrolment by dis- 
tricts is as follows: Bigelow, 677; 
Horace Mann nnd Claflin, 735; Pierce, 
1,052; Burr, 512; Hamilton, 116; Em- 
erson, 462; Hyde, 590; Mason, 915; 
Stearns, 408.

NEW LAW OF HEREDITY 

Some time ago. an English scientist, 
Mr. W, Beach Thomas, contributed to 
the English press an article on Men- 
del's great discovery concerning her- 
edity in, plant and animal life. “The 
scientific world," he said, “is on the 
point of giving full recognition to a 
new, strange and deep-rooted law. and 
it is a satisfaction to know that in a 
few months some of the most striking 
of its practical results will be pub- 
lished by a body of English scientists. 

Briefly, the law which seems to 
touch the ultimate mysteries of heredi- 
ty. is this: When pure stock or strains 
ate crossed. It Is found that a certain 
list of qualities remain, so to speak, 
indestructible, and appear micontaml- 
nnted in a definite proportion of the 
offspring of all generations after the 
first. 

Some concrete examples will best 
show the practical effect of the law. 
When the tall variety of sweet pea 
and the short variety or sweet 
pea are crossed, the first generation’ 
are all tall. Tallness Is the dominant 
quality over shortness, which Is called 
recessive. But in the second genera^ 
tlon it is found that just one-quarter 
are dwarf, and not only are they 
dwarf, hut they will remain pure 
dwarf, without any reversion, and 
when crossed with dwarf will never 
again show signs of tallness. The 
other three-quarters will he tall, and 
of these tall again just one-quarter 
will be pure tall, ami never again 
show signs of dwarf ness. The remain- 
ing two-quarters will be impure, but 
again when crossed with their like 
will give both pure tails, pure dwarf, 
and mongrels in due proportion. So 
that we find in all grandchildren, so 
to speak, of pure strains the propor- 
tion 1:2:1 has a mystic application — 
that Is, one-quarter of these grand- 
children will he exact or pure repro- 
duction in one quality of their grand- 
mother. one-quarter will he pure re- 
productions of their grandfather, and 
two-quarters, though resembling one 
grandparent, will have latent in them 
the qualities of both. — November 
Technical World Magazine.

The fires which have caused so 
much trouble this week seem to have 
been cnused by extreme carelessness 
or by mischievous boys. It would 
seem' that persons with ordinary com- 
mon sense would not light fires in 
thl 3 very dry weather, but from the 
number of bonfires seen about the 
city and the frequent alarms of fire, It 
is evident that that kind of common 
sense is lacking in Newton. When 
the smoke from burning leaves and 
rubbish causes such discomfort to 
every one, I cannot conceive how any: 
one with the slightest regnrd for his 1 
neighbor will attempt to burn up rub- 
bish. Better, by far, a few days of 
unsightly leaves, than the annoyance 
and possible danger or smoke and 
fli es under present climatic conditions. 
Active work ought to be done by the 
police department in the prosecution 
of hoys whose malicious mischief 
have caused so much of the fire trou- 
ble the past week. 

The nomination of Mr. Jesse C. Ivy 
of Newton as the Democratic candi- 
date for Congress against Congress- 
man Weeks, makes the coming elec- 
tion a sort of neighborhood affair. 
While there is more or less of a feel- 
ing of good fellowship for Mr. Ivy, I 
believe that the voters of Newton 
have too high a regard for the pres- 
ent Congressman personally, and are 
too proud of his splendid record at 
Washington .to make a change al 
present. 

Judge Henry C. Mulligan, the Re- 
publican nominee for tlie slate senate 
fully deserves the united support of 
the party, both from a business and 
political standpoint. It Is consider- 
able of a disgrace for such a strong 
Republican district as the First Mid- 
dlesex. to Lu represented ill the sen- 
ate by a man of the opposing party, 
and with a candidate with such ex- 
cel eut character as Judge Mulligan, 
Republicans have absolutely no cause 
to bolt the ticket. 


“AMERICA” AND ITS AUTHOR 

The one hundredth anniversary of 
the birth of Rev. Samuel Francis 
Smith, the author of the national 
hymn. "America," was observed in 
this city last Wednesday. October 21st, 
with exercises In the schools and the 
dl. -play of the national colors on all 
public buildings. 

I am able to give the readers of the 
GRAPHIC a facsimile of the original 
manuscript of the famous hymn, as 
originally published in the New Eng- 
land Magazine ot July, 1890. It is 
interesting, us It shows that there 
was another verse which was rejected 
by Dr. Snilih when the hynui was 
finally published. It was written on 
a sheet, evidently used for some form 
of subscription work as the printed 
directions at the side indicate. 

From tlie same magazine I also 
gather the following account given by 
Dr. Smith regarding the hymn: 

"The hymn. My Country, 't is of 
Thee,' was wrllten in February, 1832. 
As 1 was turning over the leaves of 
several books of music, ehieily music 
for children’s schools, the words be- 
ing hi the German language, the music 
which I found later to be ‘God Save 
tlie King.’ impressed me very favor- 
ably. I noticed at a glance that the 
German words were patriotic. But 
without attempting to translate or im- 
itate them, I was led in the impulse 
of the moment to write the hymn now 
styled ‘America,’ which was the work 
of a brief period of time at tile close 
of a dismal winter afternoon. 1 did 
not design it for a national hymn, nor 
did 1 think it would gain such notori- 
ety, 1 dropped the manuscript (which 
is still in my possession J into my port- 
folio and thought no more of It for 
months. ! had. however, once seen it 
after writing it, and given a copy of 
it to Mr. I.owell Mason, with the mus- 
ic from the German pamphlet, and, 
much to my surprise, on the succeed- 
ing Fourth of July he broughl it out 
on occasion of a Sunday-school cele- 
bration in Park Street Church, Bos- 
ton.’* 

The following letter, written to Ad- 
miral Preble and published lu his ac- 
count of National Songs,” gives all- 
ot tier version of the hymn: 

12 Bedford street, Boston, Muss.. 

Sept. 12, 1872. 
fa pi. Geo. Henry Preble. 

Dear Sir: 

Tbe origin of my hymn, “My Cotiit- 


try, 'Tin of Thee,” Is briefly told. In 
the year 1 S3 1 , Mr. William C. Wood- 
bridge returned from Europe, bring- 
ing a quantity of German music hooks, 
which lie passed over lo Lowell Ma- 
son. Mr. Mason, with whom I was on 
terms of friendship, one day turned 
them over to me. knowing that I was 
in the habit of reading Germnn works, 
saying: "Here, I can’t rend these, but 
they contain good music, which I 
should be glad lo use. Turn over the 
loaves, and, if you find anything par- 
ticularly good, give me a translation 
or Imitation of it, or write a wholly 
orlginnl song— anything, so I can use 
it." 

Accordingly, one leisure afternoon, 
I was looking over the books and fell 
in with the tune of “God Save the 
King’’ and at once took up my pen 
and wrote the piece In question. It 
was struck out at a sitting, without 
the slightest idea that It would ever 
attain the popularity it has since en- 
joyed. I think it was written In the 
town of Andover. Mass., in February, 
’1832. The first time It was sung pub- 
licly was at a children's celebration 
of American Independence at the Park 
street church, Boston, 1 think July 4. 
tS32. If I had anticipated the future 
of it, doubtless I would have taken 
more pains with it. Such as it is I 
am glad to have contributed this mite 
to the cause of American freedom.

The public schools made a special 
feature of the day. with the singing 
of “America” and other patriotic 
hymns, and talks on the life of Dr. 
Smilh. At Newton Centre, the pupils 
of the Rice school marched In a body 
to the former home of Dr. Smith and 
sang ” America" in front ot the house. 
The flogs were displayed on all the 
public buildings and in Newton Cen- 
tre, the chimes on the First Baptist 
church, of which Dr. Smith was a 
former pastor, played “America” at 
sunrise. 

At the same church, the regular 
sociable on Wednesday evening was 
addressed by Deacon Dwight Chester, 
and Dr. Appleton W, Smith of the 
Boston city hospital, who gave remi- 
niscences of Dr. Smith. Mr. Joseph 
L. Colby also spoke and Rev. Mr. 
Levy read a letter from Mr. Galusha 
Anderson and some af Dr. Smith’s 
poems. Mrs. Everett English was the 
pianist. 

Last Sunday morning, as requested 
by Mayor Hutchinson, there was a 
general reference to the coming cele- 
bration in all the churches. At the 
Newton Centre Baptist church. Rev. 
Dr. W. E. Huntington and Rev. Jesse 
B. Thomas spoke of Dr. Smith, as a 
Citizen and on his value to the World 
and there was appropriate music. 

In Boston Wednesday noon. “Ameri- 
ca” was played by four buglers from 
the belfry of the Park street church, 
where the words of “America” were 
first sung in public. A large crowd 
gathered to hear the playing. 


MASS MEETING 

It is proposed to call a mass meet- 
ing of all the men of Newton Centre 
In one of the churches of the village 
on a Sunday afternoon about the mid- 
dle of November. Preliminary steps 
were taken nt a meeting of representa- 
tives of the churches in Newton Cen- 
tre at. the Methodist church last Tues- 
day evening. About twenty-five men 
were present. They were enthusias- 
tic about the project. Preparatory 
plans were made and the work of ar- 
ranging for the meeting was placed 
in the hands of a competent and en- 
ergetic committee. 

This mass meeting of the men of 
Newton Centre is to be called in con- 
nection with a great laymen’s confer- 
ence which Is to be held In Boston, 
November 13 to 22. It is the Boston 
Conference of the Laymen's Mislonary 
Movement. This Is a voluntary asso- 
ciation of business men. organized in 
New York, and has already spread 
over the South and West and has se- 
cured the hearty co-operation of busi- 
ness men everywhere. The Boston 
Conference promises to be one of the 
most inspiring and influential meet- 
ings of the association. Prominent 
business men from different ports of 
the country are coming to make ad- 
dresses anil the laymen of Boston are 
making enthusiastic preparations for 
the meetings. The Newton Centre 
men's mass meeting Is being organized 
in connection with this Boston Con- 
ference and several of the most inter- 
esting speakers of the Conference will 
be secured for our local meeting. 

As soon as plans are matured a call 
will be issued by the committee hav- 
ing the matter in charge. It will give 
full particulars of the meeting and it 
will be addressed to every mun in 
Newton Centre.

A CONTROVERSY ENDED

ers of New i on, have entered Into a 
Htlpulation which has been filed In the 
Huperior Court, by the terms of which 
the members of the unions have 
ngreed to cense all Interference with 
l he business of -Mr. Lucas and the 
Burnham Brothers, and have promised 
i Hal In Iho future they will not Intimi- 
date employees nor annoy customers 
of either Ann and will refrain from all 
attempts to persuade builders to can- 
cel contractH which they have with 
these establishments. 

This stipulation han been made as a 
result of suits brought, by Lucas and 
Burnham Brothers against Martin L. 
Chlvers and other officers and mem- 
bers of the Carpenters’ Union, In May, 
1907. Injunctions were Issued by the 
Superior Court In Equity on June JO, 
1907, restraining the members of the 
Carpenters’ District Council or New- 
ton, the Millmen’s Union, Local 1600, 
Carpenters’ Locals 276 and 874 from 
unlawfully Interfering with the busi- 
ness, employees or customers of Mr. 
Lucas and the Burnham Brothers ami 
ordering them to refrain from picket- 
ing and from all Interference with the 
contracts of either firm. These injunc- 
tions are still In effect and are specifi- 
cally continued In their operation by 
the terms of the stipulations, which 
are the same as regards each employ- 
er, and are as given below:

strife and victories wrong and belleva 
the chariot wheels of God are rolling 
back- ward. 

But this Is not the hour for despair. 
The true patriot never dies of a brok- 
en heart. When the darkness falls 
he strikes a light. When the enemy 
is stiong he takes a firmer hold. When 
men cry the degeneracy of the times, 
he still reads the reassuring message 
that the eternal moralities have not 
Inst their place in the onward march 
of man. 

As one stands In that famous Loggia 
flanking the ancient square of Flor- 
ence he sees before him, gleaming 
In the sunlit foreground marble 
groups of contorted figures, represent- 
ing rapine and murder and the su- 
premacy of evil passion. But turning 
and looking within the shadowy re- 
cesses of the arcade he beholds a 
different scene. Far back against the 
wall, concealed In the dim twilight are 
• he chiseled statues of Faith and 
Hope, Temperance, Justice and Love. 
There they stand in attitudes of per- 
fect repose, looking out with calm un- 
doubted eyes, upon all the strife and 
struggle of the street — as if to assure 
every doubting human soul that be- 
hind the perfidy and pain of the world 
there still abide the changeless aud 
eternal qualities of God iu man. 

So it is forever true that "God is 
on the field when he is most invisible” 
and underneath the superficial dis- 
cords of men and things are the deep 
harmonies of an orderly progress 
toward better days. Who knows? Al- 
ready it may be the Almighty is forg- 
ing in the fires of human strife, the 
instruments of a world-wide blessing 
Who knows? Ir may be that these 
very plague spots of public life are 
provoking a public sentiment which 
shall redeem their moral poverty and 
give at last an answer to the poet's 
prayer: "O God make no more glams, 
bu> elevate the race.” 

Let ns hope for that. Let us be- 
lieve that it is on the way. Let ua 
strive together to bring it to pass. 

And we can show no truer patriot- 
ism, we can manifest no higher loyal, 
tv to our country, our religion, our 
God. that to stand in the complete 
armor of simple mauhood, contending 
for the great realities of righteousness 
in private and public life, proclaiming 
our faith in the widening domain of 
truth and love and holding to the be- 
lief, that, however often right may 
mount the scaffold aud wrong may 
mount the throne, yet 
"The scaffold sways the future, 

Ami behind the dim unknown 
Stnndeth God within the shadow 
Keeping watch above his own.”

Additional information which has 
come in since my suggestion or last 
week that 18 cents was too high a 
rate for electricity, indicates that 
Newton has good cause to complain. 
The twelve-cent Boston rate prevails 
thruout the territory covered by the 
Edison Company, embracing Somer- 
ville. Arlington, Ashland, Canton. Ded- 
ham. Dover. Framingham, Holllston, 
Hopkinton, Milton, Natick Needham. 
Sherborn. Way land, and Westwood, 
supplied direct from the South Boston 
plant. with Woburn, Winchester, 
Stoueham. Medfleld, Mlllls. Medway. 
Bellingham. Norfolk. Walpole and 
Sharon supplied from subsidiary 
plants. It is understood that the New- 
ton Company is a separate concern, 
but every one knows it is owned by 
Mr. Edgar the president of the Edison 
Company ami that only minor differ- 
ences with the Boston Consolidated 
Gas Company prevents the absorption 
of the local company by the larger 
concerns. The Charlestown Co. Is a 
separate company, supplied with elec- 
tricity In a similar manner as the 
Newton Company, and its rate is the 
same as that of Boston, 12 cents. 
Under these circumstances I trust the 
consumers of Newton will take im- 
mediate steps under the statute to 
bring about the lower rate to which 
we are certainly entitled. This can 
be done in two ways, one by direct 
petition of twenty citizens to the Gas 
and Electric Light Commissioners, the 
other by the petition of the mayor and 
aldermen to the same body. \ recom- 
mend that a petition be presented to 
the board of aldermen, requesting the 
Mayor and City Solicitor to take the 
necessary steps to place the matter 
before tile State Board.

Republicans of Newton have every 
reason to feel confident that the party 
ticket in the city will receive a very 
substantial majority, bm I mention 
this fact only to emphasize the neces 
shy for rolling up as many Republican 
votes as possible, ami not to lull any 
one into a feeling t lint one vote more 
or less will not matter. In at least 
two contests In the state ticket, New- 
ton voters have a serious duty to per- 
form. first to give Mr. Draper such a 
Inajority as to serve as a rebuke to the 
Democratic party for placing such a 
candidate as Mr. Valiev in nomination. 
1 have no personal objection whatever 
to Mr Valley, but his experience for 
such an important oilice as Governor 
of the state is so meagre that his can- 
didacy deserves the condemnation of 
very business man and every tax pay- 
er. Republicans of this city should 
also give Henry Coolldge Mulligan the 
party candidate for senator in this 
district the full party vote. Judge Mul- 
ligan bears the highest character In 
Ills own town of Natick, where he has 
been honored in every walk of life. 
Moreover it is up to Newton to do all 
in Us power to remove the feeling, 
which is quite general thruout the 
upper etui of the district, that we do 
not play fairly with the towns associ- 
ated with us. For two years this feel- 
ing has eontributed to the defeat of 
Republican candidates for senator. In- 
cluding one of our own citizens, and 
only a substantial party majority for 
Mr.' Mulligan will satisfy the loyal 
members of the party up-dlstrlct. 

Even before the national and state 
campaign Is ended, we are forced to 
consider possible candidates for aider- 
men and school committee. This year 
parlor meetings to see and hear Re- 
publican candidates for state offices 
are turned into conferences on muni- 
cipal affairs. I find a general indif- 
ference to municipal administration, 
which Is surprising in view of the 
greatly Increased tax rate of the pres- 
ent year and the certuinty that it will 
be still higher in lb Ob.

Morse, was inad- 
visable on this ground, and there is 
some surprise expressed that Mayor 
Hutchinson should have ignored this 
important fact in making the appoint- 
ment of Mr. Rogers.

MUNICIPAL WHEELS 


How the Affairs of the City are 
Run at City Hall 

The riany Duties and Large Expen- 
ses of the Street Department 


While all of our city departments 
feel that Its own particular field Is of 
the utmost importance to the welfare 
of the city, I presume every one will 
admit that the Street Department, with 
Its multifarious duties, stands very 
near, if, indeed, it does not occupy the 
firat place. 

Every one makes use of the side- 
walks and streets of our beautiful 
city, and every one, particularly the 
male portion of the community, firmly 
believe that they could do the work 
necessary to keep the streets In good 
condition far belter than the Street 
Commissioner. Many question, also, 
the wisdom of the constant cleaning 
which give our streets the spick and 
span appearance which are such a 
source of local pride. Few realize, 
however, that the life of the roadway 
is strengthened by this very work and 
that it is economy as well as good 
advertising to keep them in good con- 
dition. 

The Street Department has many 
duties to perform besides the construc- 
tion, care and maintenance of the 
streets. It constructs and maintains 
our large system of sewers, it builds 
mile® of gravel and concrete sidewalks, 
gutters and cross-walks every year, It 
builds and maintains the system of 
drains, Including the cleaning and 
widening of brooks, it collects and re- 
moves ashes and rubbish from alt over 
the city, It waters the streets and ex- 
periments with dust layers, and It 
cares for the old and locates the new 
street lights. 

Its appropriations for the present 
year amount to over $240,000, not in- 
cluding $72,000 expended for sewer 
construction. It will thus be seen that 
this department requires a large 
amount of consideration by the mayor 
and aldermen of our city. 

The department has three import- 
ant divisions, the highway, sewer and 
street lights. The most Important is 
that of highways, and its equipment 
includes three stables (two of brick 
and equipped with modern conveni- 
ences), about 80 horses, four steam 
rollers, 3 stone crushers, hoisting en- 
gines, steam boilers, derricks, pumps, 
air compressors and other necessary 
tools and apparatus. The permanent 
force Includes a street commissioner 
a deputy street commissioner, a di- 
vision foreman, fifty or more team- 
sters, and employs at times as many 
as four hundred laborers. 

Tbe city is divided Into districts, 
the deputy commissioner haviDg 
charge of the most important, that of 
Wards 1, 2 and 7, the division foreman 
being In charge of Wards 3 and 4, and 
a foreman in charge of Wards 5 and 6. 

Each foreman has charge of all 
routine work in his own district, such 
as repairs and construction of road- 
ways, the cleaning of streets, gutters, 
catch basins and drains, the building 
of sidewalks, and the removal of snow. 
The divisions on the north side of the 
city have modern and commodious 
brick stables, and there Is a great 
need for another on the south Hide of 
the city; the present accommodations 
at Newton Centre being Inadequate 
(or that section. The Crafts street 
stable has a well-equipped machine 
shop, and a machinist has charge of 
all the incidental repairs required on 
the road rollers, stone crushers and 
other machinery. 

The department also employs a 
blacksmith, who shoes all the city 
horses and sharpens tools, and a 
wheelwright, who makes all the city 
carts and wagons, sleds and snow 
plows. 

The employment of what may be 
termed the transient labor of the de- 
partment Is regulated by the civil 
service commission, and Is limited to 
citizens of the country and residents 
of the city. Laborers properly quali- 
fied are placed on the list by the 
Registrar of Laborers, and are cer 
tilled to the Street Commissioner on 
receipt of the proper requisition. On 
this certification preference is first 
given to married men with families, 
next to married men, single men com 
lng last. 

During the winter, as large a force 
as possible is kept at work on the 
city ledges getting out and crushing 
the stone to be used during the sum- 
mer In macadamizing streets. The 
city owns three quarries, the one on 
Lowell avenue, which is one or the 
best in the mate, from which the pe- 
culiar greenish-blue stone used 
Newton streets can be obtained. 

In the construction of concrete side- 
walks, cross-walks and gutters, the 
city prepares the foundations, the con- 
tractor doing tbe remainder of the 
work. In all other cases, including 
street watering, the city does the 
entire work, and usually receives the 
full equivalent for Us money. The 
street watering is done by the depart- 
ment, obtaining' the water from stand 
pipes. The city whs formerly divided 
Into 22 sections, each section costing 
from $80 upwards per month, but the 
dust laying materials have reduced 
this number quite a little. The "sand 
papered” streets of Newton are well 
known outside of the city and thor- 
oughly appreciated within. The good 
work done by the present street com- 
missioner brought to him the honor of 
an appointment to the Massachusetts 
Highway Commlttlon by Gov. Wolcott, 
und on which he served for several 
years. 

Petitions for concrete sidewalks 
where the abuttors agree to pay one- 
half the cost are presented to the 
Street (’ommissiouer and when ap- 
proved by the mayor, the work is done 
In connection with other work 111 the 
same vicinity. Where all the abuttors 
will not agree to pay their share of 
the cost of concrete, a petition is usu- 
ally sent to the aldermen to order the 
work done under the betterment act, 
which authorizes tbe city to assess 
the co*d on the abuttors. A hear- 


- 'ing Is given and the work may theu he lUeae ]ioe8t 


ordered by the board if it deems the 
conditions warrant such action. 

Petitions for new street lights are 
also filed with the Street Commission- 
er and when approved by the mayor 
are usually granted. The present ap- 
propriation, however, does not allow 
many new lights to be located, being 
Just about enough to cover the con 
tract with the local company for the 
lights now in use. It costs the city 
$90 a year for each arc light and it 
is the settled policy to confine this 
class of lights to business centres and 
dangerous Junctions of streets. There 
are 195 arc lights now in use, 1,407 
Incandescent lights, for which a charge 
of $14.60 per annum is made, 1,016 
gas lights at $15 and 34 oil lights at 
$17. The arc lights burn all night 
from sunset to Bunrise, while the In 
candescents are out at 12.30 a. m. and 
the gas lights at midnight. The new 
form of Inverted mantle gas light 
which are now being installed are 
proving very popular and make a very 
good street light. 

Under Mayor Weeks the street light 
lng was thoroughly revised and relo- 
cated, with a view to meeting existing 
conditions and not to suit the whimB 
of this or that member of the city 
government. The growth of the street 
lighting system Is expected to follow 
the lines laid down at that time, giv- 
ing a much greater return In quality 
than was possible under the former so- 
called system. 

The care of snow and ice is a most 
important duty of the department, as 
every business man wishes a clear 
walk to the railroad station or electric 
car after a snow storm. This work is 
done by men who have been long in 
the city's employ, and they have well 
planned routes to follow. With 139 
miles of accepted streets, many with 
double sidewalks, and many other pri- 
vate Btreets which are also plowed 
out, tbe amount of work necessary to 
clear our sidewalks and cross-walks 
from snow can be readily seen. Kick- 
ers at this branch of service would 
do well to bear this matter in mind, 
and in general the department de 
serves great credit for what tt actually 
accomplishes In thiB line, rather than 
condemnation for occasional and often 
times unavoidable delays. 

Sewer Division 

There are three distinct kinds of 
work in this division, each one of 
which receives its money from a dif- 
ferent source. The construction of 
new sewers, the connecting of houses 
with present sewers, and the mainten- 
ance of the entire system, including 
cleaning and flushing of both main 
and lateral sewers. 

The lust work is usually done dur 
Ing the winter and early spriDg and 
requires an expenditure of about eight 
thousand dollars, charged to the tax 
levy. The cleaning of small sewerB 
is done by filling of a manhole with 
water, withdrawing the plug, thus 
allowing the flow of water to flush 
the pipe. Larger sewers are cleaned 
with scrapers and some by hand. 

The construction of new sewers Is 
done only when ordered by the board 
of aldermen, and the expense Is paid 
from the proceeds of sale of 30-year 
bonds. This work, as well as that of 
drain construction by the highway di- 
vision, Is inspected by the city en- 
gineer’s department, which gives the 
lines and grades for all city work as 
well. Sewer construction varies from 
laying the ordinary 8-lnch pipe in side 
streets to 36-Inch pipe or 48-lnch brick 
main sewers or tunnel construction, 
such as the work now being completed 
near the Highlands truck house, 

House connections with sewers are 
paid for in two ways.. One requires 
an advance deposit by the applicant 
to the city treasury. After which the 
work Is done, and the account 
adjusted. 

A recent law, also, authorizes the 
city to do this work upon proper ap- 
plication, charging the immediate ex- 
pense to an appropriation from the tax 
levy, to be subsequently repaid to 
the city treasury with interest, by as- 
sessment on the property affected. 

Both of theae methods require con- 
siderable bookkeeping, although the 
average cost of each house connec- 
tion la only about $40. 

The sewer work Is under the ini 
mediate charge of an assistant of the 
Street Commissioner, three or four 
being usually employed on construc- 
tion work, and two on house connec- 
tions, each under direction of sub- 
foremen. 

The collection and removal of ashes 
and rubbish is a most annoying duty 
of the department, and cost a lot of 
money, over $15,000 being the figures 
for the present year. Ashes are col- 
lected each week 111 Wards 3 and 4 
on Monday, Ward 5 on Tuesday, Ward 
6 ou Wednesday, Ward 7 on Thurs- 
day, Ward 2 on Friday, and Ward I 
on -Saturday. Rubbish is collected 
every other week ou the same days. 
The ashes and rubbish are taken to 
nearby dumping places and constant 
efforts are made to keep these places 
neat and clean, altho with small suc- 
cess. 

The advent of the automobile and 
its increasing use of our roadways 
has during the past five years, 
caused the atret department consid- 
erable trouble and expense. The 
wheels of such rapidly moving vehicles 
tear up the macadam roadbeds very 
badly and constant experiments are 
in process to obtain a surface which 
will answer the new conditions. The 
automobile has also caused a new 
point of view regarding street water- 
ing or dust laying as It should be 
more properly called. Both of these 
matters are of too much Importance 
to be treated In an article of this 
kind and l Bhall endeavor in the 
near future to give some idea of the 
work of our Street Commissioner on 


The work of caring for our trees 
and the destruction of moths was, un- 
til this month In charge of the Street 
Department, but Is now under a new 
officer, called the Forest Commission- 
er. The new department also includes 
the care of parks and burial grounds 
and for that reason none of these mat- 
ters will be mentioned here. 

I am also constrained to omit from 
this article some rather positive con- 
victions I entertain relative to the 
present labor lawn now In force in 
this state. I firmly believe in the 
eight-hour law for laborers, but also 
believe that the present restrictions 
on the employment of labor by mu 
nicipalfties are a detriment both to 
the laborer and to the tax payer 
Some other time I will try to state 
this position more fully. 

A minor, altho necessary division 
of the department Is that of book- 
keeping and office work. With daily 
retumH of all labor, material, teams 
and supplies coming in from the high- 
way and sewer divisions, the office Is 
so systematized that It Is possible at 
any moment to knew just what each 
Individual piece of work has cost, 
itemized by labor, material and teams. 
The office also issues the orders for 
purchases of material, and has charge 
of the various permits to open, or ob- 
struct public streets. Taken all In 
all the street department fs a busy 
place summer and winter, and will 
probably continue to be until day la- 
bor Is succeeded by contract labor.

FOR BETTER CITY GOVERNMENT 
By R. L. Bridgman 

It has become a commonplace with 
students of government In the United 
States that the worst government In 
the country 1 b that of the largest cit- 
ies, and that the problem of city gov- 
ernment is the most BerlouB political 
problem confronting the people of the 
United StoteB. A further pertinent 
fact Is the constant tendency of the 
people to herd In the cities, so that 
the problem of city government al- 
ready concerns a large percentage of 
our population, and the percentage is 
steadily Increasing. Hence the timeli- 
ness of every effort to help solve the 
problem. 

Latest in efforts to this ond to come 
to public notice is the action of the 
State of Massachusetts as set forth tn 
the new pamphlet, entltlod "The Cost 
of Municipal Government in Massa- 
chusetts.” This is Issued by the Bu- 
reau of Statistics of Labor, Charles 
F. Gettemy, chief; and it la a sum- 
mary of a large masB of statistics 
gathered under a law of 1906, whose 
first fruit it is. Massachusetts is the 
pioneer in this field, with the excep- 
tion of Ohio; and the report by the 
latter state is so completely dovold 
of editing or explanation or analysis 
of its Btatiatics that it is of almost no 
practical value to men who have not 
the time to make the comparisons and 
percentages for themselves. This sub- 
ject has received national attention; 
and under a law of 1898 the Depart- 
ment of Labor, of which Carroll D. 
Wright was then chler, was required 
to publish statistics of cities of 30,000 
Inhabitants and over annually. The 
National Municipal League has made 
a specialty of the subject, and it is 
attracting Increased attention among 
students of municipal problems. It 
promises to focus public attention up- 
on the expenditures of the cities in 
detail. A part of the system is that 
the statistics of the different cities 
and towns shall be made up by the 
same schedule, so that comparisons 
may be made item by item. This will 
bring out differences of expenditure 
for the same object in the various 
places. If the superintendent of a 
department Is exceptionally efficient 
and thoroughly honest in his trans- 
actions, the record he makes will 
compel comparison on the part of all 
cities which are suffering from incom- 
petency in office, to say nothing of 
downright dishonesty. The efficient 
and honest official getB credit for his 
merits. He makes a reputation. Some- 
thing better than salary comes to him 
as a reward for faithfulness, and he 
Is inspired to work all the more in 
order to Improve the standard he has 
already set. All the people, especial- 
ly the taxpayers, get the benefit of hla 
expert work in office and of his am- 
bition to leave a clear reputation be- 
hind him. 

On the other hand, in every city 
where the expenses of the correspond- 
ing department show that not nearly 
as much is received for the money 
spent as in some other, the incumbent 
who is responsible is at once put upon 
the defensive. People demand in tones 
which must be heeded why his record 
is so poor compared with that of tha 
other man under similar conditions. 
He must satlBfy them or must get out 
of his office. He must stand, person- 
ally, the brunt of bis bad showing 
and muBt realize, far more than Is 
possible at present, the meaning of 
responsibility to the public. The per- 
sonal element, which is so necessary ; 
for securing attention to nearly every 
field of human interest, is at once 
supplied by this method or keeping 
the municipal accounts and the public 
attention will be concentrated upon 
the merits or defects of the office- 
holders more than Is possible by a 
statistical presentation of extrava- 
gance and corruption In office. 

Prof. Charles J. Bullock of Harvard 
University, who was a member of the 
Massachusetts Commission on Taxa- 
tion last year, 1b quoted as saying: 
‘From his point of view the city au- 
ditor or accountant is conducting a 
scientific experiment station. From 
his point of view your public official 
responsible for a Bystem of account- 
ing Is conducting a laboratory In 
which are being worked out the data 
from which both the practical man 
and the scientific observer must get 
the data that are essential for the so- 
lution of some ot the greatest prob- 
lems of the age. So that while this 
movement is to be commended as of 
great practical value for the improve- 
ment of the financial Btanding of our 
cities, it has far-reaching importance 
when we look upon It as a movement 
to determlde whither our civilization 
Is tending and whether It is likely 
to prove a failure or a success. ” 

At present there Is utter lack of 
system among the different -munici- 
palities. Chief Gettemy uses the ex- 
pression "a veritable statistical jun- 
gle” regarding their accounts. Else- 
where he says; “The student of mu- 
nicipal finance has hitherto been con- 
fronted with utter chaos whenever he 
has attempted to make comparisons 
of the Important facts of a selected 
number of cities or towns for the pur- 
pose of ascertaining whether any sig- 
nificant deductions might be drawn 
from them. There has been no uni- 
formity in classification of accounts, 
and In many cases no bookkeeping 
worthy ot the name.” Again, he says, 
“Perhaps one or the most irregular 
phases of municipal finance disclosed 
is the lamentable lack of system 
which exists in some of our cities and 
in very many towns with respect to 
the handling of cash receipts and dis- 
bursements” The city or town treas- 
urer did not pay all of the public ex- 
penses, but several departments paid 
for themselveB, and there was no com- 
mon bead. As to local bookkeeping, 

It is said: "Some of these reports 
contain so many errors, discrepancies, 
and inconsistencies that It U quite 
Impossible to inuke comparisons from 
them which might be used as a basis 
for an intelligent study of municipal 
finance.” . _ . 

Reforms are recommended which 
will require legislation, and four of 
the six specific recommendations are 
applicable to every state of the Union 
as well as to Massachusetts, namely: 
that all financial transactions of the 
municipality should go through the 
haudB of Its treasurer and be record- 
ed upon hla books; that the expenses 
o( tbe departments should agree when 
checked up with recapitulations ; that 
all municipal trust funds should be 


administered by a common board of 
trustees; and that there should ba a 1 
unirorm fiscal year for all municipali- 
ties tn order to make possible com- 
parisons of financial transactions and 
services rendered. 

A classification followed In the re- 
port Bhows that for ail the thirty- 
three cities in the state together the 
100 per cent or their expenses were 
distributed as follows for the year 
1906, which is covered, in the main, 
by the report; education, 28.06 per 
cent; highways and bridges, 20.62; 
police, 10.11; public health and sani- 
tation, 9.01; fire, 8-81; general ad- 
ministration, 7.60; charities and cor- 
rections, 6.10; recreation, 4.92; librae 
ten and reading-rooms, 2.03; protec- 
tion of life and property other than 
police and fire, 1.80; soldiers’ benefits, 
estimated, 0.94, Great and singular 
discrepancies between cities of about 
the same size and in about the same , 
circumstances are disclosed by the I 
tables, and the differences are suffi- 
cient to make the people in the cities 
which make the worst Bhowlng de- 
mand a satisfactory explanation of 
their city fathers why such things are 
■o. 

If this movement extends to every 
[Istate of the United States, It will have 
a stimulating effect upon municipal 
government everywhere. If the cities 
of 30,000 people and over are com- 
pared In detail all over the country 
by means of uniform statistics from 
their several departments, then Now 
York, Boston, Chicago, Philadelphia, 
and so on can see at a glance wherein 
they are paying more than other 
cities for similar service. Within 
state UneB tbe effect of this new move- 
ment will be felt more than across the 
lines, for within the lines there la 
more or a family feeling and there 
will be more attention to the home 
concerns. This movement promises 
much for the cause of honest and effi- 
cient administration, and promise is 
none the less hopeful because it does 
not come in a direct form as a project 
for punishment of crime or negligence, 
but only for such a collection of sta- 
tistics as will permit comparisons. — 
Christian Register.
